P assa v a n t hospital is owned by 
the Prote stant churches of aJek- 
sonville. 
It is a property valued 
at $100,000. 
T h is property was t a k e n over 
by t h e churches of this city from 
th e Association 
for 
W o r k s 
of 
Mercy of the Evangelical L u t h e r ­ 
an churc h of Illinois, primarily 
b ecause that association found it 
impossible to m ain tain a nursing 
staff sufficient for the needs of 
t h e hospital. 
T h e Pasavant 
Memorial Hos­ 
pital association was formed, the 
m a n a g e m e n t 
being 
vested in a 
board of trustees 
consisting of 
tw o members from each of the 
P r o t e s t a n t churches, and the hos­ 
pital Ladies’ Aid 
society, 
three 
from t h e medical staff, an d three 
from th e Ministerial association. 
It h a s for several 
years been 
t h e desire of 
those 
connected 
with t h e hospital 
to enlarge it 
an d build an up to d ate addition. 
A ccordingly 
a 
c a m p a ig n 
was 
w aged in which the re was about 
$20,000 raised, and on April, the 
31st, 1918, the tru ste e s a u t h o r ­ 
ized th e executive 
co m m ittee to 
sign contracts for the building of 
th e addition which is now very 
n e a r completion. 
T h e contracts for th e building, 
h e a tin g and plumbing am o u n te d 
to $2r2,410 and since t h a t tim e it 
h as been found necessary to build 
a new boller house and ad d a n ­ 
o th e r boiler at an added expense 
of $4,188.18. 
T h e boiler now in use in the 
old building is yet to be moved to 
th e new boiler 
house 
an d both 
boilers are yet to be set a n / con­ 
nected 
with the buildings, 
and 
th e electrical 
fixtures 
a r e to be 
p u rc h a s ed for the new addition. 
T his will be an o th er a d d e d ex­ 
pense of approximately 
$3,750. 
O th er expenses have a m o u n t e d to 
a b o u t $1,400, m aking a total ex­ 
pense before Ike new ad dition can 
be use, of about $31,748. 
Of this amount th e re h as been 
paid approixmately $19,600. This 
will 
leave the hospital in debt 
a t th e time of the com pletion of 
th e improvements, $12,14 8.

per month.

should pay for itself in th e course 
of a very few years. 
And it is 
t h e belief of the com m ittee th a t 
if $15,000 is raised, we will be 
able 
to complots th e '.building, 
pay all our debts and build and 
equip a laundry. 
It is o u r present expectation to 
raise this money durin g th e week 
co m m en c in g Sept. 8th. 
W e also want to call y o u r a t ­ 
tention to what the hospital it­ 
self is doing. 
During

1918 th e re were a dm itte d 835 pa­ 
tients, which 
means 
a total of 
15,399 nursing days, or a n av­ 
e r a g e of above 4 4 patients each 
day in t h e year.
